We hear little of Boxerisnt now-a-days in the 
north, but certain “straws,” apart from matters: 
in Szechuan, indicate that it is not under the 
Imperial ban, wriles a WV. C, D. News cor- 
respondent. The recent banishment of Col. 
Wei Chia-ch'i is a case in point. At the time 
of the Boxer outbreak he was in charge of 
troops at Nanpiao for protection of mining 
operations and the foreigners connected there- 
with, There were three foreigners there at the 
time. At Pakou, some distance away, was a 
party of missionaries, consisting of 12 persons, 
including children. Shortly after the taking of 
the Taku forts this party made its way 
to, Nanpiao, Colonel Wei received them 
and kept them for four days in safety while 
he was making arrangements to Take the 
two (mining and missionary) parties to a 
place of safety. He then escorted the. party 
to Chinchou, whence, in answer to a telegram, 
a special train took them to Newchwarg, 
possibly saving their lives by this action. Other 
minor incidents could be given to show he has 
been 

CONSISTENTLY FRIENDLY TO FOREIGNERS, 
but this one is enough. In the 2nd moon of 
this year a Colonel, Shen Ta-ao, brought 
charges against Colonel Wei to the Viceroy 
Yuen Shih-k‘ai, to the effect that he was 
unable to cope With the brigands, and de- 
stroyed the people. Shen had formerly been a 
friend of Colonel Wei, but reproved him for 
disobeying the edict to slay the foreigners, 
and probably from that time gradually turned 
against him. The Viceroy appointed two of 
Shen's friends, Niu Chun, a Taotai, and Yang- 
Mao-shis to investigate and report. The 
nature of the report can only be inferred 
from the fact that on the 26th of June 
(sth Moon, 21st) the Viceroy impeached 
Colonel Wei to the Throne, and that on the 7th 
of the present Moon (July 1ith), be was de- 
graded by Edict, his button removed, aod he 


was banished to Chiint‘ai for three years (a [ 


place said to be 3,009 li beyond Kalgan), It 
is noticeable that he has made six attempts to 
see the Viceroy, and three to see Chou Fu 
to try and ascertain the charges against 
him, and offer explanations and a defence, but 
has been denied an interview. He is prepared 
to meet his accusers, and is ready to submit to 
AN INVESTIGATION AND A TRIAL, 
but all this has been denied him. Further, he 
has information that the real facts have been 
made known to the Viceroy by one of his 
friends and that the Vicerny declared him- 
self sorry that he had not known the real facts 
sooner, but that now he was powerless to do 
anything. The question very naturally occurs 
to one, why did not the Viceroy ascertain the 
real facts before acting ? inquire of friends as 
well as enemies? and on the investigation 
committee, appoint one friend instead of two 
friends of the other side? Note that he was 
accused in the 2nd moon ‘and removed from 
command on the sth of same (21st March); 
surely, if the Viceroy was seeking to be just, 
there was ample time for him to have ascer- 
tained the truth in (His matter before 26th June. 
Is this case an illustration of the Viceroy's 
character—a trimmer, as many fear notwith- 
standing his good record in Shantung? His 
course 15 being watched with great interest by.
